There was no question of self-defence or 
accident in this case. Somebody murdered 
Gallagher in cold blood. 

In September of 1920 a number of men 
raided the deceased man’s house for arms. 
Gallagher defied the raiders and fired a shot 
in the air. . The raiders returned the fire, 
and then fled. Evidence would be given to 
the effect- that. shortly after the raid the 
prisoner Was Seen bleeding from the face, 
and that, in fact, he was actively engaged 
in the raid.’ ‘Before the raid the prisoner 
had his two eyes, but now he had only one. 
He was arrested in Motherwell, Lanarkshire, 
on January 3lst of the present year, 

" A MASKED MAN. 

Mrs. Nancy Gallagher, widow of the 
murdered man, said that the raider burst 
into her kitchen on the night: im question, 
masked and carrying a large revolver. He 
beckoned to her husband to come out, but 
her husband refused, saying: “I would 
rather die. on my, own floor.” 'The raider 
then fired, and. her husband fell to the flocr, 
calling out for a priest. The witness ran 
out ‘of the house for a neighbour. Her 
husband died about twenty minutes after he 
was shot. The murderer wore a trench coat 
and cap, and had a red handkerchief drawn. 
over the lower. part of his:face. Fhe pr.soner 
was similar in size and build .to the 
murderer. 

Cross-examined by Mr. O’Sullivan, the wit- 
ness said that an attempt was made on her 
husband’s life six months previously, when 
two men entered.the house at night. ; She 
saw these men, who were not masked, but 
the prisoner was not one of them. She 
never said-that it was not the prisoner who 
murdered her husband. She saw O’ Donnell 
round. the country for months after the 
murder, - 

Daniel and. Charles: Gallagher, sons of the 
deceased man, were also examined. Neither 
ot them noticed the murderer’s. features, but 
they said that he resembled the prisoner in 
size and build, 

Mrs. Norah McFadden said that she was 
in “Gallagher’s house on the night of the 
murder. A man entered and said to Gal- 
lagher: “Come on; come on.” . Gallagher 
asked : ““ Where am I going, and the raider 
said: ‘* You'll be back in a few minutes.” 
Gallagher hesitated, and the raider Said: 
“ Are you not coming?’ Gallagher said : 
“What have I dose?” and the raider re- 
plied; “ If you don’t come you'll suffer for 
it.” Gallagher said:. “I might as well 
die on my own floor as to die outside.” The 
witness then heard a shot and saw Gal- 
lagher fall. ©The prisoner, in build “and 
size, was like the ran who entered the house 
and fired the shot. ' 

RAIDERS GIVE EVIDENCE. 

James Gallagher,‘ a labourer, stated that 
‘in 1920 he was in charge of the Volunteers 
in the locality, and was one ef a party of 
about twenty who went to raid the honse of 
John Gallagher. One shot was fired - from 
the inside of the house threugh .the win- 
dow. This was followed by several other 
shots, but he could not say whether they 
were fired from inside or-outside, _ A good 
number were fired from inside. - Afterwards 
the witness went to the main road, where 
he saw the accused man, who was bleeding 
trom the face. The witnéss sent for Dr. 
Cacr, who attended the prisoner.. When the 
witness saw O'Donnell four months later the 
prisoner had lest an eye. 

In answer to Mr. O’Sullivan, witness said 
that on the morning-after the murder he 
asked Mrs. Gallagher whether it was ‘Frank 
O'Donnell who murderéd her husband, and 
she replied: ' No; it was a much taller 
man. : i 

». Royle, another of the raiding party, 
said that, to the best of his knowledge, the 
acensed man was one of the party. During 
the shooting he saw the prisoner about fifteen 
or twenty yards from the house. He had 
a gun, but the witness did not see him firing 
it. 

i WITNESS’S DENIAL. 

Feargall McGee was ‘then called, and, 
answering Mr. Dudley White, declared that 
he could neither read nor write, and that. he 
did not make or sign the statement (pro. 
ótced). He made no statement to Sergeant 
Siaffrd. : 

Ser eant Stafford, recalled, told the Court 
that eGee made and signed the statement, 
(produced) in his presence. 

McGee again denied that he made or signed 
the statement. 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne (to the witness)— 
I feel it my duty to report your evidence to 
the Attorney-General for. such action as he 
may think it proper to take. 

The case for the prosecution having closed, 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne said that there was 
no evidence to go before the jury, and he 
would ask them to discharge the prisoner, 
as they had seen what happened, and a wit- 
ness had denied making or signing a state- 
ment im presence of two Civic Guards. 

The prisoner was then discharged.

SURGEONS DISAGREE. 


COMPENSATION FOR SCALDED 


LEG, 
BEFORE JUDGE DAYITT 

In an Oilean os the. Workmen’s 
Compensation Act on behalf of Thomas 
Walsh, a boy, who lives at Henshaw 
Cottages, Clonskeagh, against his employer, 
George Price, pork butcher, Elm Par 
terrace, Ranelagh, the question for considera. 
tion was alleged incapacity to work. . On the 
26th March, 1927, the boy was washing out 
a boiler when he slipped, and his left leg 
was badly burned. He was paid compensa- 
tion until the 21st January last. 

SKIN-GRAFTING. 

Surgeon Kennedy, in answer to Mr, Gavan 
Duffy {instructed by Messrs, Cox and Co.), 
for the applicant, said that the boy was 
under his care in St, Vincent’s Hospital for 
about. four months. The skin was burned 
off the leg for a considerable distance above 
and below the knee. Two operations of 
skin-grafting were performed, with the result 
that the scalded area was well covered over. 
In such cases as this the skin did not 
become strong for a considerable time, and 
it .was- more easily injured than the normal 
skin. In his opinion, it would not be 
prudent for the boy te undertake work at 
which he might sustain even a slight injury 


at present. 

thomas Walsh, the applicant, said that 
in his employment he used to skin pigs, wash 
boilers, and go on messages on a bicycle. 

“FIT FOR WORK.” 

Surgeon A. Butler, who was examined for 
the respondent (Mr. Price), in reply to Mr. 
McLonghiin (instructed by Messrs. McLoughlin 
and Son); said that he first examined 
the bey-on the 17th August. The boy then 
had two ulcers on the leg, one being about 
the size of the palm of the hand and the 
other much scil sow He saw him subse- 
quently on a couple of occasions, and there 
was considerable improvement. On January 
16th he again. examined him, and found 
that the leg was completely healed, with 
the exception of a small area below the 
knee. The scar was perfectly firm and very 
healthy. He considered that the boy was fit 
for work. 

Mr. McLoughlin—The skin-grafting treat 
ment was a success?—Yes. 

The Judge ordered that compensation on 
the basis of total incapacity should be’ con- 
tinued as from the date of its stoppage in 
January for a month from now.

Hospital, Dublin, yesterday, into the death of 
Henry Byrne (52), of Summerhill, Dublip, a 
night fitter in the employment of the Dublin 
United Tramways Com 
down by a motor omnibus while. cycling on 
the Lucan road near the Hermitage Golf Club

Evidence was given by Thomas Ivory, 
Iaican, and Patrick Courtney, 5 St. Vincent 
street, ‘Inchicore, that they? heard no horn 
sounded. -Neifher saw the accident, which 
took place at a point where the tramway line 
was under repair, but, according to.lvory, the 
‘bus. pulled about forty. yards from the 
point of collision. Courtney, who is a watch- 
man, said that the "bus was not going fast. 

Edward J. Moffett, Main street, Lucan, said 
that he was cycling from Lucan, when he 
saw the "bus swerve to the right to pass a 
man on a bicycle; who was ‘as close to the 
kerb on his own side as possible. A motor 
car was passing the ‘bus when the accident 
occurred, but it did not stop when somebody 
called to the driver to take the man to 
hospital. The driver of the car must have 
known of the accident. 

_ Bernard Fallon, Cooldrinagh, a passenger 
in the ‘bus, said that he heard the ‘bus 
struck on the right-hand side as it was faci 
the city. This crash, he learnt, was fom. 
by a private motor car. Then there was a 
second crash,.on the left-hand side. When 
he looked out he saw a man lying on the road 
a little distance behind... The “bus was 
travelling at a moderate s There was 
no doubt, he added, that the private car hit 
the "bus. 

Robert Wilson, the conductor. of the "bus, 
said that the accident took place at about 
5.56 p.m. They were due to arrive at the 
Hermitage at 3.95 p.m. 

Thomas Ivory, recalled by Superintendent 
Hughes, said that the time of the accident, 
ing to bis watch, was 3.20 p.m. 

Sergeant Thomas O'Keeffe, Lucan, said that 
he. had examined the ‘bus and found fresh 
scratches on the left-hand side. He had failed 
to trace the other motor car. 

James Stapleton, 52 Lower Dominick street, 
Dublin, the driver of. the "bus, after being 
cautioned, gave evidence. He had been 
driving, he said, for ten years. When at the 
foot of the hill, coming to the Hermitage 
Club, he saw a cyclist in front of him and a 
motor car coming down the hill towards him. 
The motor car was swerving over towards 
him, so he slowed down and went into a lower 

r. The cyelist was about five yards in 
ront. The kerb was badly cut up at this 
Point, and the cyclist seemed to be caught in 
it. He wobbled. The motor car did not pull 
over to its own side. of. the road until it was 
almost on top of the "bus. ' He then swerved 
to avoid the. cyclist, and pulled up when told 
of the accident. He made no attempt to pass 
Be. man until he me the read clear. The 
motor car was travelling very fast and just 
grazed by the 'bus. He did not hear or Tra 
if it touched his 'bus. He sounded his horn. 

In reply to Dr. Oswald Murphy, Deputy 
| Coroner, the witness said that if the man had 
not wobbled the ‘bus would not have hit him:

6d. and £407 paid 
into court to the credit of the matter by 
the Royal Insirance Company, Limited, be 
paid to ‘the solicitors for the respective ap- 
plicants, and that the insurance company 
should pay to the applicants their costs of 
the application, on the ground that the insur- 
ance company were not justified in paying the 
moneys into court. 

The sums, it appeared, represented amounts 
payable under two policies of fire insurance, 
in respect of cinema premisés in Galway, 
which were destroyed by fire in 1926, and a 
question arose as to the right of the insurance 
company to lodge in court, under the Trustee 
Act, the policy moneys, in respect of which 
there were conflicting claims. 

Mr. Justice. Johnston, having referred to 
the nature of the conflicting claims to the 
policy moneys, said that he could. scarcely 
conceive more tangled. circumstances than 
those ‘with which the insurance company 
were here faced, and he could not say that 
the insurance company had acted unreason- 
ably in lodging these sums in court. He was 
satisfied now, however, that these two sums 
should be paid out to the applicants jointly, 
and the insurance company must get their 
costs of the application out of the fund. 

Mr, Marnan (instructed by Messrs. Blake 
and Kenny) appeared for the applicants; and 
Messrs. Hoey and Denning, solicitors, for the 
Royal Insurance Company, Limited.

North and South are divided by 
an artificial boundary; yet, just as 
Dublin and Belfast have been faced 
with ‘identical problems of » municipal 
administration, the two States in 
which they are situated are being re- 
quired to tackle identical problems of a 
dozen different kinds. The two Irish 
Governments are working virtually in 
water-tight compartments. _ An exception 
must be made in the case of the 
Ministries of Agriculture, whose heads 
meet from time to time informally ; 
but, although Messrs. Archdale and 
Hogan have set an excellent example 
to their colleagues, none of them 
so.far has seen his way to follow it. 
When the December agreement of 1925 
‘ settled '” the boundary problem the 
Free State and Northern Governments 
undertook to meet and consult each other 
from time to time when matters of 
common interest should arise. President 
Cosgrave announced in Dáil, Éireann, last 
week that no such meetings had taken 
place, although more than two years have 
passed since the agreement, and matters 
of common interest are arising as often as 
a train or a motor car crosses the 
frontier. . Both Governments are seriously 
to blame. At present any dealings which 
one may have with the other are con- 
ducted via London, although Dublin is 
in direct communication with Washing- 
ton. Surely this condition of affairs ought 
tc be remedied without further delay. If 
the Free State will not take the initiative, 
it ought to be taken by Northern Ireland. 
Neither State can afford to maintain the 
preposterous pretence that the other is a 
foreign country. 


Tangier and Italy. 

The new agreement between Fiance and 
Spain holds some promise that the problem 
of Tangier may be settled in the early 
future., Since the time of Charles II. 
Tangier has been a place of strategic 
importance, and to-day its status concerns 
every European Power which has interests 
or ambitions in the Mediterranean, It 
is administered, under the Sultan of 
Morocco’s suzérainty, by a sort of 
condominium that operates—not very 
harmoniously or satisfactorily—through 
international courts and an international 
police force. The present Statute of 
Tangier was arranged, in 1923, at a con- 
ference between Great Britain, France and 
Spain. Italy was not ‘represented, and 
during the last five years she has indicated 
in significant ways—notebly by the 
despatch of an Italian squadron to 
Tangier last summer—that she claims 
substantial rights and privileges in the 
international zone, and does not hold 
herself bound by an arrangement in which 
she had no voice. After the Franco- 
Spanish defeat of Abd-el-Krim, Spain, 
who had suffered much through Moorish 
intrigue in Tangier,. demanded that the 
international zone should be incorporated 
in her own protectorate or that she should 
control it as mandatory of the League of 
Nations. When England, "rance and 
Italy rejected these proposals Spain modi- 
fied them largely, and now, after pro- 
tracted discussions, she has reached an 
agreement with the French Government. 
It maintains the framework of the Statute 
of Tangier, but France accepts the 
appointment; of. a Spanish . Inspector- 
General of Police, whose advisory powers 
would be extensive.

_ The Pope and France. 

Before long France will hold elec- 
tions ..on. which. much. will .. depend. 
Political and financial stability require a 
strong Government: and an end to the 
vacillation caused by an indecisive state 
of, parties. There is weighty importance, 
therefore, in the publication by Cardinal 
Dubois, . Archbishop of Paris, of a letter 
which he has received from Cardinal’ 
Gasparri, the Papal: Secretary of State. 
This. letter, which is entitled “ Pontifical 
Instruction to French Catholics,”’ affirms 
that it is the duty of all citizens to accept 
the Republican régime,. since it consti- 
tutes the established ‘form of government. 
The Pope regards systems of government 
with indifference. Roman. Catholics are 
equally free to champion republican or 
monarchical policies, so long as the con- 
stituted authority is obeyed. The 
political object of those who desire a 
change, the letter says, ought to be to 
seek modification of the existing system 
“ in conformity with the Christian ideal,”’ 
and “ not to cause the downfall of the 
régime.”’ This pronouncement—although 
it is. but a fresh affirmation of the teach- 
ings of the three Popes who have spoken 
on the acceptance of the Third Republic, 
Leo XITI., Pius X. and Pius XI.—is 
likely to exert a considerable influence on 
the movement of party politics. In effect, it 
‘condemns finally the attitude of those 
monarchists whose policy is expressed by 
L’ Action Francais. The refusal to 
recognise the legality of the Republic, the 
propaganda which denouncés' the present 
system of government in France as con- 
trary to Christian principles—these are 
tendered untenable by loyal: Roman 
Catholics. A large vote thus is likely to 
be transferred from the futile and dis- 
ruptive Royalist group to parties repre- 
senting conservatism which is loyal to the 
State. It may be that this transfer will 
be sufficiently weighty to turn the balance 
of the elections and to determine the 
character of the next French Government. 
The letter, moreover, is likely to have far- 
reaching: religious results: France is 
peculiar in that it is the common folk 
who are most stoutly opposed to religion. 
This fact is due to the late identification of 
the Church by the | Royalists—mostly 
people of education and spcial standing— 
with: hostility to the Republican régime. 
The removal of the grievance may help a 
religious revival. 


Awards to Inventors. 


The Royal Commission on Awards to 
Tnventots has ‘issued’ its report for the 
years 1926 and 1927. The Investigating 
Committee examined 67 claims. Among 
the awards were £25,000 to one firm for 
improvements in internal combustion 
engines ; £12,850 to another for improve- 
ments in submarines; £7,000 to an in- 
ventor in respect of rifle grenades ; £3,500 
té another for a method of “ decoppering “ 
guns; and other large sums to firms and 
individuals for “wireless’’ reception 
apparatus, improvements in flying boats, 
a new balloon, new methods of signalling 
and Diesl engines for submarines. 
Lieutenant-Colonel J. .T. CC. Moore- 
Brabazon, M.P., was awarded a substantial 
sum for aircraft cameras.. ‘The awards re- 
mind the observer that the keenest in- 
genuity of the race still is called forth by 
the demand for ever deadlier weapons and 
more efficient means of waging war. So, 
doubtless, it must continue; until the day 
when all nations are leagued in a common 
rejection of warfare. To-day the State 
naturally—and,: indeed, rightly—rewards 
the man of science who furnishes potent 
new means for the safeguarding of the 
nation’s independence. His service is 
vital: On the other hand, the inventor 
who coptrives means to lessen the daily 
drudgery of the house or to increase the 
amenities of travel, though he be in truth 
a benefactor of the race, has a smaller claim 
to material compensation. The nation’s 
safety must be served before its comfort. 
Throughout history it is preparation for 
war that has built highways and perfected 
ships, and peace has profited by the toils 
evoked by conflict. The “‘ decoppering ”’ 
of guns will yield, perhaps, some in- 
dustrial economy, and the new aircraft 
camera, besides spying upon enemies in 
battle, will enlarge the pleasures of 
peace.

Tn official circles profound secrecy 
is being maintained as to the position, 
and at the Colonial Office to-day it was 
stated that nothing.could be said regard- 
ing the situation. as no definite informa- 
tion was available. It could not be con- 
firmed even that Ibn Saud had promised 
to give assistance to the Wahabi. At the 
‘Air Ministry a similar statement was 
made, and no information was obtainable. 


The Zinovieff Letter. 


The Government has not yet come to a 
decision regarding the Socialist demand 
for a third inquiry into the circumstances 
attending the 
letter, and will consider the point at to- 
morrow’s Cabinet; but the view held 
to-day was that no case has been made 
out for such a step. At the meeting of 
the Socialist Party at the House of 
Commons to-day Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, 
Mr. J. H. Thomas and Mr. Maxton were 
appointed to press the demand of the 
party for a new investigation when the 
question comes before the House of 
Commons next week.

BESTMINSTER, Tuesday. 

Mr. Snowden attempted to make a 
mountain out of a molehill during question 
time this afternoon, but his efforts were 
defeated by the calmness of the Prime 
Minister. The point was that Sir Patrick 
Gower, a private secretary of the Prime 
Minister, had accepted an — post in 
the Central Conservative office, and Mr. 
Snowden wanted to know whether it was 
with the knowledge of the Prime Minister, 
and whether there was a precedent. Mr. 
Baldwin said that it was true that the 
appointment had been made and that there 
was no precedent, so far as he knew, but 
that . civil servants: were entitled to resign 
at any time they thought fit. 

Mr. Snowden thageupon asked whether the 
Prime Minister, when approached, suggested 
the impropriety, if not the indecency, of a 
political organisation trying to secure the 
services of a permanent civil servant in 
receipt of a salary from the Crown. Mr. 
Baldwin remarked that he did not. feel called 
upon to answer the suggestions of such a 
question. Fort many years Sir Patrick Gower 
had given loyal service to Prime Ministers, 
and, after discussing the matter with Sir 
Patrick, he was sure that he had acted wisely 


“in his own interest.” Mr. Snowdén hastened 


to say that he was casting no reflection upon 
Sir Patrick, and the Prime Minister accepted 
this, adding that he was very glad to hear it. 

lt was suggested in a question by Mr. 

Albery that Mr. Churchill should appeal to 
the donor of the recently created ‘Trust 
Fund for Debt Redemption to disclose his 
name for publication, so that this movement 
might be increased by the force of good 
example. Mr. Churchill replied that he did 
not think that it would be desirable to take 
the course suggested. 

RACECOURSE BETTING BILL.

BRITISH GUIANA, 

British Guiana, according to Mr. Amery, 
Colonial Secretary, is in rather a bad way, 
and is sadly in need of a new .Constitution, 
which will enable the Colony to cope more 
adequately with its present political and 
economic difficulties. This afternoon he 
asked the House to give a second reading to 
a bill for the better government of the 
Colony. 

_ British Guiana, he said, had great possibili- 
ties, but they had never been sufficiently ex- 
ploited. In spite of the fact that ,000 

ople had migrated to the Colony during 
he last quarter of a century, its population 
to-day was only 000. There was nothing 

rticularly unhealthy about the climate, but 
here had been excessive infantile mortality, 
and sanitary and other arrangements which 
made for good health were hopelessly behind 
the times. To make matters worse, the coun. 
try was saddled with a debt of over 

900,000, and fresh capital was essential 
for improvements and developments. It was 
ig tee to replace the existing Constitution 
y @ new one on the lines recommended by a 
local Commission. This, it’ was hoped, would 
secure fuller representation and more respon- 
sible and effective government. 

Mr. Ammon was not enamoured of any 
proposal to replace a system of government 
which had existed for 120 yeays, and he 
charged the Colonial Secretary with a desire 
to pander to a tee planters, British 
Guiana was to be placed in a position 
analagous to that of West Ham and Poplar 
by putting in a caretaker, and depriving the 
Colony of all powers of self-government.

Casson then addressed the jury on his 
own behalf, ‘and complained. that he had 
béen kept in. prison for two months, and, 
through lack of funds, was unable to obtain 
legal aid. He had asked for the case to be 

en to London, where he could produce 
witnesses and get people to defend him. 

‘Phe last witness you heard was the 
Secretary of the Alma Chemical Coinpany,” 
he said. “‘I was managing director of that 
company. I received £400 a year and five 
per cent. of the turn-over. It was a new 
company, and would have meant £2,000 a 

ear to me. Do you think that I would 

ave thrown that up to run the Thurstaston 
Hall Company ?”’ 

Continuing, Casson denied that he ever 
posed as the cousin: of Lord Carson, and 
said that he came down to start the chemical 
works at Rock Ferry,.and tried to find a 
house. The only one that he could find 
was Thurstaston Hall,‘ and he decided ‘that 
it’ was too big for him. Later he 
saw a flat, and was‘ asked by a Miss 
Young to have tea with’ her. She pressed 
him to take the flat. “I had not the 
remotest idea of a nursing home or anyth 
else. at the time,” said Casson. ' [ myse 
am a chemical expert. The consequence was 
that Miss Young spoke about the Hall, and 
the Hall was advertised all over the place, 
and every agent knew it. To say that it was 
my property is absolutely absurd, - because 
the village children would tell you who it 
belonged to. I have merely been the unpaid 
clerk to the real promoters.” 


FORMERLY WORTH £150,000, 
Casson then proceeded to relate the story 
of his life. e said that he was born in 
Manchester, and his father was a great 
LÁ nape and owned works which stood 
on the present site of the Manchester Central 
Railway Station, while an uncle, Thomas 


Casson, was the great’ Quaker, Casson, of | 
ramhall 


Manchester. ‘‘ My people lived at B 

Park, and I was educated at Bramhall Park 
College. At an early age I was left fatherless 
and went to Liverpool to join a brother, who 
was a paint manufacturer. I was married in 
my eighteenth year to a Liverpool lady older 
than mygelf.”” The marriage, he declared, 
was ee, and ended in a divorce, as: it 
was nota love match. He went to America, 
where he was very successful, and, returning 
to England, became managing director of a 
paint pam in which many well-known. people 
were interested. - “I have had a countr 
seat in Norfolk,’ he went on, “ with a par 
of thirty odd acres.” He was worth £150,000 
seven years ago, but lost most of his fortune 
in a multiple chemist’s shop venture. He 
maintained that he was not bankrupt. 

He had changed his name to Carson because 
his real name was so well known owing to 
the publicity he had received. He was 
descended from an old. Huguenot family, the 
Comtes de Cassons, and took out his passport 
in the name of Athos de Casson, which was 
an old family name. “I therefore,” he de- 
clared, “ean face you as an honest man. 
There is no cause célébre in the past two 
years that has received the publicity given 
this httle company. 

In his summing-up the Judge directed the 
jury to return a formal verdict of not guilty 
in five of the seventeen counts proceeded 
with against the accused, as the evidence in 
those cases was insuflicient. 

‘With regard to Casson’s story of his life, 
the Judge said that they would remember it 
was an unsworn statement, and was not open 
t> be cross-examined. 


FOUR YEARS’ PENAL SERVITUDE. 

Casson was found guilty on each count, ex- 
cept one accusing him of conspiracy, and 
those in which the Judge had directed the 
jury to return a verdict of not guilty, and 
the woman was found not guilty, except on 
the charge of obtaining a passport by false 
pretences, an offence which both “had ad- 
mitted, . 

Addressing Edith Casson, the Judge said: 
The jury have found you not guilty of the 
various charges against you. think that 
they took: a very proper view. As regards 


your passport offence, I am prepared to. 


assume that that was something done under 
the influence of Arthur Casson. Have you 
anywhere to go?! 

The, Woman—I am returning ‘to London, 
my lord. : 

e Judge—Under all the circumstances, 
and bearing in mind that you have already 
been some weeks in prison, 1 shall bind you 
over for twelve months. 

The; Woman—May 1 have an interview 
with my husband before I leave? 

The Judge—Just wait and we will see. 
' Turning to Arthur Casson, the Judge said: 
The jury have~ found you guilty of a 
rumber of cases of obtaining. money and 
goods by false pretences and certain cases of 
fraudulent éonversion. They have also found 
you guilty of obtaining credit without dis- 
closing the fact that you were an ‘undis- 
charged bankrupt. I regard these offences, 
taken simply as matters in issue in this case, 
as of a very serious character. — For these 
offences the sentence ot tne Court is four 
years’ penal servitude. 

Casson—In justice to myself, can I appeal? 
wane: Judge—Your rights are defined by 
statute.
